Obfervation. * It may here be madea queftion, whe- 
* ther this would not have obliged all the importers to 
* haveentered their hou(es, or at leait cheir compting-hou- 
* fes, or thofe rooms where they kept or fhewed their 
‘ famples: we are to coniider that this queltion was to 
* have been determined by the commiffioners of excife.

But the allowing of fo 
great a quantity, or indeed any thing near that quantity, 
to have been layed upon the table of a tavern or alehoule 
ata time, would have enabled every one who keeps ei- 
ther, to have become a retailer of fmuggled tobacco. Such 
tobacco might always have been jold in alehoufes- for 


as foon as the neighbours had found, that they could 
have at the alehoule more for a penny, than they could 
have at the fhop for two pence; when they went to 
drink a pint of beer, they always would have provided 
themfelves with a fufficient quantity of tobacco for ferv- 
ing them, "tll they had occaiion to return; for the mott 
zealous advocates tor that {cheme will not, I believe, fay, 
that a tavern or alehoule was to take care that none ot 
their cuitomers fheuld pocket any of the tobacco rhey 
called for.
